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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide the system environment 
setting system which enables respective users to 
easily structure their system environments by storing 
environment settings of a computer system which are 
characteristic to the users by using portable 
recording media and replacing them. 
CONSTITUTION: When the system is started or when 
a command is issued, a CPU 1 reads data on the 
system environment setting contents, which are 
stored on the portable recording media and 
characteristics by the users, out of an ICK 23 through 
an ICKC 8. The data read out of the ICKC 8 are 
stored in an MM 3, and then the CPU 1 sets the 
system environments characteristic to the users. 
When the ICK 23 is not set on an ICKD 1 1, or when 
no data is stored on the ICK 23, the CPU 1 sets the 
system environment in a standard state. The need to 
set environments for respective different computer 
systems by the respective users through human 




intervention is eliminated, so the operation of the system is facilitated. 
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
